This monster screen will have a 


surface for pictures 115x115 feet. The 
actual structure will be several feet 
larger in each direction. 
A special 


lantern has been successfully devised 
for throwing these tremendous pic- 
tures the necessary distance. 
The 


screen will be 250 feet from the near- 
est spectator and will be built to 
withstand 40 pounds pressure to the 
square foot. 
The lantern which will 


project these pictures has already 
successfully thrown pictures on a 
screen in New York • City across a 
distance of four and a half city 
blocks. According to Architect Harry 
C. Holbrook, the screen will be, in 
effect, three sides of a house. 
It is 


necessary to give it the foundations 
equivalent to a four-story building. 


In order that there may be as much 


salvage as possible after the screen 
has served its purpose, the picture 
face will be of fitted lumber, which 
later will be treated with a white 
surface preparation. 


The estimated cost of this screen 


will be $8,000. 
The screen and the 


lantern will be used in showing the 
tens of thousands of views, made all 
over the world by the Methodist 
Missionary Survey, which has 
the

CATTLE SCAB IS CONTAGIOUS 


Disease of Skin Which Affects All An- 


imals Can Be Eradicated by Dip- 


ping and Spraying. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Small insectlike parasites, commonly 


known as mites, are responsible for 
cattle scab, a contagious skin disease 
affecting cattle of all ages and condi- 
tions. There are several forms of the 
disease, known by such 
names as 


"scab," "mange" and "itch." Though 
the disease itself may not cause death 
directly, it is responsible for serious 
losses by causing a shrinkage In the 
weight of animals, failure of young 
stock to thrive and gain weight nor- 
mally and by increasing the death rate 
of poorly nourished animals of poor vi- 
tality, especially range cattle exposed 
to inclement weather. Cattle scab can 
be eradicated by dipping or spraying, 
dipping being the most reliable meth- 
od, 
and 
lime-sulphur, nicotin 
and 


crude petroleum dips can all be used 
with success. 


In the western part of the United 


States, especially where cattle graze 
on the open range, the losses caused 
by common scab have been a serious 
drawback to the live stock industry.

brought under control, but has not 
been entirely eradicated 
from 
the 


herds of the Western states, and it is 
important that control measures be 
practiced 
continually to completely 


eradicate the disease and prevent it 
from again becoming prevalent. 


The mite which causes common cat- 


tle scab may attack any part of the 
body covered thickly with hair, but 
the first lesions usually occur on the 
withers, on top of the neck just in 
ffbnt of the withers, or around the 
root of the tail. From these points it 
spreads over the back and sides, and

unless checked it may involve prac- 
tically the entire body. The mites at- 
tack the skin to obtain food, and in 
so doing probably introduce a poison- 
ous secretion. A slight Inflammation 
Is caused, followed by Intense Itching. 
In the advanced stages of the disease 
large scabs are formed •which fre- 
quently are stained with blood. The 
disease should never b* allowed to 
reach this stage, however. In the early 
stages it yields readily to proper treat- 
ment, and heavy losses can t>* avoided 
only If the disease !• taken in hand 
early. 


While cattle scab can b« enred by 


spraying If the work Is dose proper- 
ly, this method is recommended only 
when the number of cattle to be treat- 
ed is not large enough to Justify the 
owner in providing a dipping vat. Dip- 
ping, however, which consist* of Im- 
mersing animals In a medicated liquid 
that will kill the parasites, In the only 
method recognized by the bureau of 
animal industry in the official treat- 
ment of scabby cattle. All animals in 
the herd should be treated, regardless 
of the number showing lesions of scab 
Onf dipping generally Is sufficient for 
cattle which ha\p not been exposed to 
infection hut upon ulnch the clisc.ise 
has not yet become apparent. 
Infoot- 


ed cattle require two or more dipping, 
according to the variety of the disease 
present.

DIFFERENCES SEEN IN HENS 


Individuals of Same Breed Are Not Al- 


ways Equal in Respect to Meat or 


Egg Production. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Among general-purpose fowls all are 


not equal in respect to either meat or 
egg production. The difference is not 
due to size, or to the shape of birds in 
like condition, but lies in those things 
which keep one fowl in good laying 
condition when another goes out of 
condition, that enable one to lay con- 
tinuously through a long period .and 
still keep in good condition, while an- 
other loses flesh, becomes poor and 
thin, and incapable of further egg pro- 
duction—until she has had a'rest—aft- 
er a comparatively short period of lay- 
ing.

Department of Agriculture Conducts 


System of Vaccination Against 


Hog Cholera. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


In an effort to protect the swine In« 


dustry of the country against the po»« 
sibility of Introducing sick hogs into! 
•well herds, and at the same time toj 
permit the shipment from stock yards 
of stocker and feeder hogs, the United! 
States department of agriculture con- 
ducts a system of vaccination against 
cholera as a part of its inspection serv- 
ice at the various stock yard centers. 
More than 324,000 hogs were Im- 
munized for shipment as stockers and 
feeders from stock yards of 18 cities 
during the six months from July ta 
December, 1918, inclusive. To accom-

Necessarily the official regu- 
lations are of technical character, and 
it has come to the attention of the de- 
partment of agriculture that In some 
cases the rules have been misinterpre- 
ted so as to make them appear respon- 
sible for fluctuation in the stock-hogr 
market. 


For the Information of the public,, 


the bureau of animal Industry outlines! 
briefly the method of inspection: 


All public stock yards are eonsid-l 


ered to be Infected and swine are,' 
therefore, exposed to the contagion) 
from the time of their entry into thei 
yards; consequently it fcs important! 
that the.\ be immunized promptly af- 
ter arrival at such yards, to protectl 
them against contracting the disease. 


For that reason the department op- 


poses the,immnnization of swine thati 
have been so exposed for more than 
five days. Hogs, though they may not 
show physical symptoms of cholera,, 
may In some instances be affected wlt&i 
the disease to such an extent that im- 
munization \\ill not protect them. 


It is not permissible to immunize! 


swine for immediate shipment Inter-i 
state If they show sjmptoms of con-l 
tagious or infectious disease. 


If a considerable percentage of thei 


animals in a lot is found to have high;' 
temperatures, the possible presence of] 
such disease is indicated and the' ani-i 
mals are not Immunized or permitted! 
to be shipped interstate. It Is possible! 
to have hogs with high temperatures1 
as a result of conditions surrounding! 
the shipment to market, in which casa; 
they will return to normal within a, 
short time.

At the command o£ God Abraham 


went out not knowing whither he 
went (Heb. 11:8). His was not the 
obedience of convenience or prudence. 
To separate from home and kindred 
and take up the life of a pilgrim was 
Hot easy. Abraham did not stop to 


ik why, or what he would get out 


It. The obedience that asks why 


Is not obedience^at all. 


II. The Motive of Obedience (John 


14:21-24). 


The grand Incentive of obedience 


Is love to God. The obedience that Is 
the result of fear or the hope of re- 
ward is not true obedience, therefore 
has not the approval of God. Only 
the child who reverences bis father 
imd affectionately strives to obey him 
enjoys his loving favor. 
The obedi- 


ence which springs out of a heart of 
love issues ha a life of joy and friend- 
ship with God (John 15:10-14). 


III. The Solemn Obligation of Obe- 


dience (Matt. 7:16-29). 


1. Warnings against false prophets 


(w. 15-20). 


(1) Their real existence. Ever since 


God has had a people false prophets 
,and teachers have appeared among 
them. This need not surprise us, for 
Ohrist predicted that such should be 
'•the case. 


(2) Their nature (v. 15). (a) Hypo- 


critical. The devil does his most suc- 
cessful work by masquerading as an 
angel of light (II Cor. 7:14, 15). His 
ministers appear in this way and turn 
people from the narrow to the broaJ 
way. 
(b) This is suggested by their 


being "ravening wolves." It is when 
the wolf is in sheep's clothing that he 
l&oes his most destructive work. The 
enemies of Christ posing as his min- 
isters are most destructive. 


(3) The unfailing test (w. 16-18). 


ITheir fruits. 
If one gives sufficient 


time for development the fruit can be 
discerned. Every tree bears its own 
kind of fruit. Nature is inexorable in 
her law as to this. You may search 
the universe in vain for an exception. 
It is equally true in the spiritual 
world. 
There is a vital connection 


between the faith of a heart and the 
£ru£t of a life. That which comes out 
In the conduct was first in the heart. 
A right heart is essential to right con- 
duct. 
Give the false teachers suffi- 


cient time and observe closely and you 
will find that their lives will prove 
the teaching. 


(4) Their end (v. 19). All false 


teachers shall finally be punished by 
being cast into the fire. Although God 
bears long he will see to it that this 
Wickedness does not go on forever. 


2. The dangers of empty profession 


(w. 21-23). 


Calling Christ "Lord" will not an- 


swer for disobedience to his will. One 
may even be a Sunday school teacher 
or preacher, and even perform many 
mighty works, as casting out devils 
and healing the sick and yet hear the 
awful declaration of Jesus Christ, "I 
never knew you," "depart from me." 


8. The one and only safe way (w. 


24-29). 


(1) Hear the sajings of Christ. To 


do this, one must prayerfully attend

INDUSTRY IN SOUTH IS REPORTED 


DAIRY HERD ON A SOUTHERN FARM. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The 
live-stock 
industry 
in 
the 


Southern states is progressing at a 
rapid rate. Some of the things beef- 
cattle extension 
specialists 
of the 


United States department of agricul- 
ture are doing to encourage a com- 
bination of live-stock production with 
cotton growing are described in recent 
reports from the field. As a result of 
their activities thousands of pure-bred 
cattle are being shipped into every 
Southern state and carloads of fat 
stock are being sent to live-stock mar- 
kets from farms where cotton for- 
merly was grown exclusively. 


During a recent month the special- 


ists visited 154 farms in 113 counties 
in the states of Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Tennessee, and 
traveled 32,587 miles to give specific 
instructions to farmers and to con- 
fer with other extension workers on 
beef production. 
They attended ten 


meetings, held twelve demonstrations, 
and through their efforts a total of 
129 pure-bred bulls, 324 pure-bred 
cows, and 1,805 grade cattlfc were 
placed on farms in the 
different 


states. During the month also a gen- 
eral conference was held at Memphis, 
Tenn., which was attended by state 
and federal representatives of the de- 
partment of agriculture, directors of 
state experiment stations and exten- 
sion %vorker&, state agents, 'veterinar- 
ians, and others interested in promot- 
ing more and better live stock in the 
South. 


Assist in Live-Stock Shows. 


Among the many duties of the beef- 


cattle specialists is to assist with the 
Ine-stock \\ork in connection with 
live-stock shows, and county and state 
fairs. 
They assist breeders in mak- 


ing selections of feeding animals for 
bhows, in arranging judging contests 
and demonstrations and in securing 
better classifications and premiums 
for worthy exhibits, all of which has 
been the means of arousing interest 
and making live-stock exhibits a more 
attractive feature at the fairs. 


The beef-cattle specialists from Ar- 


kansas made an exhibit at the tri- 
-•tate fair held in Memphis in which 
vi as shown the best methods of feed- 
ing and raising live stock. Improved 
'•attle-feeding sheds, feeding bunks 
and silos were shown together with a 
number of instructive placards giving 
such information as suitable fattening 
rations for 1,000-pound steers, and 
\\intermg rations for the breeding 
herd. 
Farmers were urgtel to cull 


their breeding herds at this time of 
the year and dispose of all inferior 
animals.

Better Use of Cheap Roughage or 


Farm By-Products Should Be 


Practice of Stockmen. 


(Prom the United States Department of 


Agriculture.) 


Stockmen should make better use of 


cheap roughage or farm by-products, 
teuch as cornstalks or straw in winter- 
Ing beef cows, is the opli* n of spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture after making a 
feurvey of nearly 500 stock farms In 
the corn belt The records which they 
Obtained show that there is no fixed 
rule that should govern the quality or 
|be kind of feeds used except that the 
iatlon should be adequate and eco- 
nomical. 


Whether the coarse feeds of the ra- 


iion shall be composed mostly of hay, 
fodder, silage, or grain, will depend or- 
jaicarlly on local and seasonal condi- 
tions. 


In. years when there is a serious 


Shortage of corn, farmers will find it 
necessary greatly to reduce the quan- 
tity of the corn that ordinarily Is fed 
b« grain or fodder or silage. That this 
can be done under many circumstances 
Is evident from a study of the rec- 
ords. They show that a ration which 
'does not contain corn fodder either as 
grain or In fodder or silage can be fed 
without any detriment whatever to the 
fcows or their offspring. There were 
149 of the farms studied feeding such 
rations, the majority of them In Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, and they produced 
as good calves as the farms feeding 
corn. The winter feed bill on these 
farms was $13.10 per cow, as against 
bn average of $16.60 for those using 
grain, fodder, or silage, showing a sav- 
ing of $3.50 per head due to elimina- 
tion of corn. 


The use of such a gralnless ration, 


which on these farms consisted solely 
t»f hay and cheap roughage, is, of 
fcourse, not always possible or practi- 
cable. If this type of ration is to be 
ieconomlcal, there must be a.n abund- 
bnce of cheap hay to combine with the 
rough feeds; or, if the bulk of the ra- 
tion consists of cheap roughage, which, 
unless there is some winter pasture, is 
largely composed of carbohydrates, 
there should be a sufficient amount of 
leguminous hay, such as alfalfa or 
clover, to supply the protein needs of i

Camp Roosevelt 
For Boys 


Boys from Bedford will be invited 


to a Reserve Officers' Training Camp 
on Lake Michigan this summer. The 
encampment, has <been named Camp 
Roosevelt, as a living memorial to 
the dead statesman, and 15,000 men 
and tooys will be given a period of in- 
tensive military physical educational 
training there 'between July 6 and 
August 31. Captain F. L. Beals o fthe 
United States Army will be the com- 
manding officer. 


Camp Roosevelt is being establish- 


ed 
at Muskegon, Michigan, as 
a 


training place for the Chicago High 
Schoolboys who are in the Reserve 
Officers'' Training Corps, but it is not 
necessary to be from Chicago or to 
have had previous military training 
to be a Camp Roosevelter. It will be 
an all-age, all-American camp, open 
to recruits between the ages of 12 
and 45. 


The military training will include 


Irills, machine gun practice, ground 
aviation radio instruction and other 
military features. The physical train- 
ng will include calisthenics, base- 
ball, tennis, golf, swimming, rowing, 
and hiking. The educational training 
will be under the direction of Chica- 
;o High School instructors and will 
cover all high school subjects. 


This feature is optional with the 


recruit. 


Camp Roosevelt is not a 
profit 


making institution. It is being finan- 
ced by a committee of patriotic Chi- 
cago citizens who Relieve that it may 
pave the way to a program of na- 
tional preparedness at all times. The 
charge, as far as the recruit is con- 
cerned, is only $1.00 per day to cover 
subsistence and equipment," and an 
enrollment fee of $1.00. This will 
pay for all expenses at the camp, in- 
cluding board, necessary equipment, 
instruction and tent to sleep in. Re- 
cruits can arrange for two, four, six 
or eight weeks of training as desired.
